CORPORATION  OF  THE  CITY  OF  NANAIMO. 

\\rilEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  consolidate  and 

v T amend  the  by-laws  for  the  observance  of  Sun- 
! day,  and  for  regulating  and  fixing  the  time  during 
which  houses  hc-nsed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  shall  be  closed  and  kept  closed  ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  Mayor  and  Aider- 
men  of  the  City  of  Nanaimo,  as  follows  : 

1.  I hat  the  “ Nanaimo  Sunday  Observance,  Regu- 
lation of  Sale  of  Liquors,  and  Suppression  of  Gambling 
By  Law,  1 876, ” and  the  “City  of  Nanaimo  By-Law 
for  Regulation  of  the  Sale  of  Intoxicating  Liquors  by 
Retail  of  1880,”  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed, 
but  such  repeal  shall  not  prejudice  or  affect  any  pro- 
ceedings pending  under  the  said  by-laws,  or  any  rig  its 
or  liabilities  accrued  in  respect  of  them. 

2.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
open,  permit  to  be  opened  or  kept  open,  any  store, 
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shop,  room,  house  or  place  for  the  sulo  of  goods  or 
merchandise  of  any  kind  what-oevcr,  nave  unci  except 
medicines  uml  drugs,  in  the  City  of  Nanaimo,  between 
the  hour  of  twelve  o’clock  midnight  on  Saturday  and 
twelve  o’clock  midnight  on  Sunday  in  each  week, 
under  a penalty  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  together  with  the  costs  of  prose cn 
tion. 

3.  All  premises  in  which  intoxicating  liquors  arc 
licensed  to  be  sold  by  refad  within  the  City  of  Na- 
naimo shall  he  closed  as  follows  : — 

On  every  Saturday  night  from  midnight  until  one 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  following  Sunday  ; and 

On  every  Sunday  evening  from  six  o’clock  untd 
eight  o’clock  ; and 

On  every  Sunday  night  from  eleven  o’clock  until 
five  o’clock  on  the  following  morning. 

4.  Any  pt  rson  whodurmg  the  time  at  which  premises 
for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  are  directed  by  this 
by-law  to  be  closed,  sells  or  exposes  for  sale  in  such 
premises  any  intoxicating  liquor,  or  allows  intoxicating 
liquors,  although  purchased  before  the  hour  of  closing, 
to  be  consumed  on  the  premises,  or  opens  such  premises 
except  during  such  times  as  may  be  unavoidable  and 
necessary  for  the  admission  to  and  egress  from  such 
premises  of  the  licensed  retailer  or  hotel-keeper  of 
such  premises,  and  his  family,  and  regular  household, 
and  medical  attendants,  and  of  bona  fide  travellers 
and  the  lodgers  of  the  said  premises,  shall  for  the  first 
offence  be  liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars,  and  for  any  subsequent  offence  to  a penalty 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

5.  Any  penalty  imposed  for  any  infraction  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  may  be  recovered 
before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction 
within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Nanaimo,  and  every 
such  penalty,  with  the  costs  of  conviction,  may  be 
levied  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of 
the  offender,  and  in  case  such  goods  and  chattels  shall 
prove  insufficient  to  satisfy  such  penalty  and  costs, 
then  such  offender  may  be  imprisoned  for  any  term  not 
exceeding  thirty  days.

VICTORIA  CITY  BY-LAWS. 

No.  83. 

A BY-LAW 

To  authorize  the  sale  of  lands  within  the  City  of  Vic- 
toria, upon  which  Taxes  have  been  due  and  in  ar- 
r ear  for  two  years. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  all  lands  or  par- 
cels of  lands  within  the  City  of  Victoria  upon 
which  taxes  have  been  due  and  in  arrear  for  two  years 
shall  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  applied  in  the  reduction 
of  such  taxes  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria: — 

1.  The  Collector  of  the  Municipal  Council  of  the 
City  of  Victoria  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed, 
whensoever  taxes  on  any  land  have  been  due  for  two 
years  preceding  the  current  year,  to  submit  to  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Victoria  a list,  in  duplicate,  of  all 
the  lands  liable  under  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  to 
be  sold  for  taxes,  with  the  amount  of  arrears  against 
each  lot  set  opposite  to  the  same;  and  the  Mayor  shall 
authenticate  such  lists  by  affixing  thereto  the  seal  of  the 
Corporation  and  his  signature,  and  one  of  such  lists 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation 
and  the  other  shall  be  returned  to  the  Collector  with  a 
warrant  thereto  annexed  under  the  hand  of  the  Mayor 
and  the  seal  of  the  Corporation,  commanding  him  to  levy 
upon  the  land  for  the  arrears  due  thereon,  with  his 
costs. 

2.  It  shall  not  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector  to  make 
inquiry,  before  effecting  a sale  of  lands  for  taxes,  to  as 
certain  whether  or  not  there  is  any  distress  upon  the 
land;  nor  shall  he  be  bound  to  inquire  into  or  form  any 
opinion  of  the  value  of  the  land. 

3.  The  Collector  shall  prepare  a copy  of  the  list  of 
lands  to  be  sold,  and  shall  include  therein,  in  a separate 
column,  a statement  of  the  proportion  of  costs  charge- 
able on  each  lot  for  advertising  and  for  the  commis- 
sions authorized  by  this  by-law  to  be  paid  to  him,  and 
shall  cause  such  list  to  be  published  in  some  daily 


paper  in  the  City  of  Victoria  for  a period  of  three 
months  prect  ding  such  intended  Hide. 

4.  The  advertisement,  nbull  contain  a notification 
that  unless  the  arrears  and  costs  arc  sooner  paid  he 
will  proceed  to  sell  the  lands  for  the  taxes  on  a day,  a 
time,  and  at  a place  named  in  the  advertisement. 

5.  The  Collector  shall,  at  least  tine  months  before 
the  time  of  sale,  also  deliver  to  or  deposit  in  the  post 
office,  to  the  address  of  the  owner  of  such  property 
which  is  to  be  sold  for  taxes  as  aforesaid,  or  to  the 
agent  of  such  owner,  a notice  in  writing  of  the  amount 
of  taxes  due  and  that  the  property  is  to  be  sold 
for  arrears  so  due,  and  in  case  the  address  of  the  owner 
or  agent  is  unknown  a notice  to  the  same  i fleet  shall 
be  posted  upon  the  land  intended  to  be  sold  ; and  also, 
at  least  three  months  before  the  time  of  -ale,  post  a 
notice  similar  to  the  above  advertisement  in  some  con- 
venient and  public  places,  that  is  to  say,  at  the  Coun- 
cil Chambers,  Victoria,  and  in  the  I’ost  Office  building, 
Victoria. 

C.  The  day  of  sale  shall  be  the  ninetieth  day  after 
the  publication  of  such  list,  exclusive  of  the  day  of  such 
publication,  except  in  case  the  said  ninetieth  day  shall 
fall  on  a Sunday  or  holiday,  in  which  case  such  sale 
shall  take  place  on  the  following  day,  at  the  Council 
Chambers  in  the  City  of  Victoria,  and  shall  begin  at 
twelve  o’clock  noon. 

7.  If  at  any  time  appointed  for  the  sale  of  the  lands 
no  bidders  appear,  the  Collector  may  adjourn  the  sale 
from  time  to  time. 

8.  If  the  taxes  have  not  been  previously  collected, 
or  if  no  one  appears  to  pay  the  same  at  the  time  and 
place  appointed  for  the  sale,  the  Collector  shall  sell  at 
public  auction  so  much  of  the  land  as  may  be  sufficient 
to  discharge  the  taxes  and  all  lawful  charges  incurred 
in  and  about  the  sale  and  the  collection  of  the  taxes,  sell- 
ing in  preference  such  part  as  he  may  consider  best  for 
the  owner  to  sell  first;  and  in  olfering  such  lands  for 
sale  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  describe  particularly 
the  portion  of  the  lot  or  section  which  shall  be  sold, 
but  it  wdll  be  sufficient  to  say  that  he  will  sell  so  much 
ot  the  lot  or  section  as  shall  be  necessary  to  secure  the 
payment  of  the  taxes  due,  and  the  amount  of  taxes 
stated  in  the  advertisement  shall  in  all  cases  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  correct  amount  due. 

9.  If  the  Collector  fails  at  such  sale  to  sell  such  land 
for  the  full  amount  of  arrears  of  the  taxes  due,  he  shall 
at  such  sale  adjourn  the  same  untd  a day  to  be  publicly 
named  by  him,  not  earlier  than  one  week  nor  later 
than  three  months  thereafter,  of  which  adjourned  sale 
he  shall  give  notice  by  advertisement  in  one  of  the 
local  papers  in  which  the  original  notice  was  adver- 
tised, and  on  such  day  he  shall  sell  such  lands  for  any 
sum  he  can  realize,  and  shall  accept  such  sum  as  full 
payment  for  such  arrears  of  taxes. 

10.  If  the  purchaser  of  any  property  or  parcel  of 
land  fails  immediately  to  pay  to  the  Collector  the 
amount  of  the  purchase  money,  the  Collector  shall 
forthwith  again  put  up  the  property  for  sale.

CORPORATION  OF  THE  CITY  OF  NANAIMO. 

J H ERE  AS  it  is  expedient  to  consolidate  and 
amend  the  by-laws  for  the  observance  of  Sun- 
day, and  for  regulating  and  fixing  the  time  during 
which  houses  lic-nsed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  shall  be  closed  and  kept  closed  ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men of  the  City  of  Nanaimo,  as  follows  : 

1.  That  the  “ Nanaimo  Sunday  Observance,  Regu- 
lation of  Sale  of  Liquors,  and  Suppression  of  Gambling 
By  Law,  1876,"  and  the  “City  of  Nanaimo  By-Law 
for  Regulation  of  the  Sale  of  Intoxicating  Liquors  by 
Retail  ot  1880,"  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed, 
but  such  repeal  shall  not  prejudice  or  affect  any  pro- 
ceedings pending  under  the  said  by-laws,  or  any  rig  its 
or  liabilities  accrued  in  respect  of  them. 

2.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
Open,  permit  to  be  opened  or  kept  open,  any  store, 
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shop,  room,  house  or  place  for  the  wale  of  goods  or 
mol I'lminliso  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  save  and  except 
medicines  and  drugs,  in  the  City  of  Nanaimo,  between 
the  hour  of  twelve  o’clock  midnight  on  Saturday  and 
twelve  o’clock  midnight  on  Sunday  in  each  week, 
under  a penalty  of  not  less  than  live  dollars  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  together  with  the  costs  of  prosecu- 
tion. 

3.  All  premises  in  which  intoxicating  liquors  arc 
licensed  to  be  sold  by  retail  within  the  City  of  Na- 
naimo shall  be  closed  as  follows  : 

On  every  Saturday  night  from  midnight  until 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  following  Sunday  ; 

On  every  Sunday  evening  from  six  o’clock  until 
eight  o’clock  ; and 

On  every  Sunday  night  from  eleven  o’clock  until 
five  o’clock  on  the  following  morning. 

4.  Any  person  who  during  the  time  at  which  premises 
for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  are  directed  by  this 
by-law  to  be  closed,  sells  or  exposes  for  sale  in  such 
premises  any  intoxicating  liquor,  or  allows  intoxicating 
liquors,  although  purchased  before  the  hour  of  closing, 
to  be  consumed  on  the  premises,  or  opens  such  premises 
except  during  such  times  as  may  be  unavoidable  and 
necessary  for  the  admission  to  and  egress  from  such 
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paper  in  the  City  of  Victoria  for  a 
months  pi  coding  such  intended  sale. 

4.  The  advert  l enient  shall  contain  a notification 
that  unless  the  arrears  and  costs  are  sooner  paid  he 
will  proceed  to  sell  the  lands  for  the  taxes  on  a day,  a 
time,  and  at  a place  named  in  the  advertisement. 

5.  The  Collector  shall,  at  least  thre  months  before

No.  83. 

A BY-LAW 

To  authorize  the  sale  of  lands  within  the  City  of  Vic- 
toria, upon  which  Taxes  have  been  due  and  in  ar- 
rear  for  two  years. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  all  lands  or  par- 
cels of  lands  within  the  City  of  Victoria  upon 
which  tuxes  have  been  due  and  in  arrear  for  two  years 
shall  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  applied  in  the  reduction 
of  such  taxes  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria: — 

1.  The  Collector  of  the  Municipal  Council  of  the 
City  of  Victoria  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed, 
whensoever  taxes  on  any  land  have  been  due  for  two 
years  preceding  the  current  year,  to  submit  to  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Victoria  a list,  in  duplicate,  of  ail 
the  lands  liable  under  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  to 
be  sold  for  taxes,  with  the  amount  of  arrears  against 
each  lot  set  opposite  to  the  same ; and  the  Mayor  shall 
authenticate  such  lists  by  affixing  thereto  the  seal  of  the 
Corporation  and  his  signature,  and  one  of  such  lists 
shall  he  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation 
and  the  other  shall  be  returned  to  the  Collector  with  a 
warrant  thereto  annexed  under  the  hand  of  the  Mayor 
and  the  seal  of  the  Corporation,  commanding  him  to  levy 
upon  the  land  for  the  arrears  due  thereon,  wdth  his 
costs. 

2.  It  shall  not  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector  to  make 
inquiry,  before  effecting  a sale  of  lands  for  taxes,  to  as 
certain  whether  or  not  there  is  any  distress  upon  the 
land;  nor  shall  he  be  bound  to  inquire  into  or  form  any 
opinion  of  the  value  of  the  land. 

3.  The  Collector  shall  prepare  a copy  of  the  list  of 
lands  to  be  sold,  and  shall  include  therein,  in  a separate 
column,  a statement  of  the  proportion  of  costs  charge- 
able on  each  lot  for  advertising  and  for  the  commis- 
sions authorized  by  this  by-law  to  be  paid  to  him,  and 
shall  cause  such  list  to  be  published  in  some 


twelve  o’clock  noon. 

7.  If  at  any  time  appointed  for  the  sale  of  the  lands 
no  bidders  appear,  the  Collector  may  adjourn  the  sale 
from  tune  to  time. 

8.  If  the  taxes  have  not  been  previously  collected, 
or  if  no  one  appears  to  pay  the  same  at  the  time  and 
place  appointed  for  the  sale,  the  Collector  shall  sell  at 
public  auction  so  much  of  the  land  as  may  he  sufficient 
to  discharge  the  taxes  and  all  lawful  charges  incurred 
m and  about  the  sale  and  the  collection  of  the  taxes,  sell- 
ing in  preference  such  part  as  he  may  consider  best  for 
the  owner  to  sell  first;  and  in  offering  such  lands  for 
sale  it  shall  noi  be  necessary  to  describe  particularly 
the  portion  of  the  lot  or  section  which  shall  lie  sold, 
but  it  will  be  sufficient  to  say  that  he  will  sell  so  much 
ot  the  lot  or  section  as  shall  be  necessary  to  secure  the 
payment  of  the  taxes  due,  and  the  amount  of  taxes 
stated  in  the  advertisement  shall  in  all  cases  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  correct  amount  due.
